1901, until It shall be otherwise or­ 
dered, the president of the Phlllppino 
commission will exercise the executive 
authority In all civil affairs In the 
government In the Philippine islands 
heretofore exercised In such affair* 
by tho military governor of the Phil­ 
ippines, and to that end the Hon. Will­ 
iam ll. Taft, president of the said 
commission, is hereby appointed civil 
governor of 
the Philippine Islands. 
Such executive authority will be ex­ 
ercised under and IiTconformlty to the 
Instructions to the Philippine commis­ 
sioners dated April 7, 1900. and sub­ 
ject to the approval and control of the 
secretary of war of the United States. 
The municipal and provincial govern­ 
ments, which have been or shall here­ 
after be established in said island, and 
all persons performing duties apper­ 
taining to the offices of civil govern­ 
ment in said islands, will, In respect 
of such duties, report to the said civil 
governor.

Ten families scrupled 
flats In the building. 
So great was 
the force of the explosion that a boy 
playing in the street half a block away 
waa lifted from his feet and hurled 
against an Iron fence. One of his legs 
was broken. 
A trolley car was di­ 
rectly In front of the building when 
the explosto#occurred.
